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GM asks for $6 million tax abatement 


Saving more than 1,500 jobs in Romulus may cost near¬ 
ly $3 million in tax revenue during the next six years. 

A request for a 12-year tax abatement from General 
Motors Corp. for machinery and equipment at the exist¬ 
ing facility on Ecorse Road was presented to members of 
the Romulus City Council this week from the office of City 
Clerk Linda Choate. 

Council members were expected to establish a date for 
a public hearing on the matter during the regular meet¬ 
ing Tuesday evening 

According to Julie Albert, city assessor, the application 
submitted by General Motors scored 50 points on the 
scale previously adopted for tax abatement requests. 
While abatements are not offered on personal property 
according to those guidelines, the city council reserves 
the right to deviate from or waive any of the guidelines in 
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General Motors states on the application that 
the tax abatement will allow for the retention 
of 1,542 jobs at the Romulus plant. 


awarding or denying such a request 

Albert also noted that the 50 point score would allow 
for only a six-year abatement, rather than the 12-year 
term requested. The abatement would reduce taxes at 
the facility by $497,900 annually, based on the current 
millage rates. 

The total project cost listed by General Motors on the 
application is $38,625,000. Based on the costs submitted, 
the annual property taxes for the project would be 


$197,500 in city taxes, $672,400 in school tax and $241,800 
in county tax. If the abatement were granted, those fees 
would be reduced to $98,800 in city taxes, $394,100 in 
school tax and $120,900 in county tax. 

The application was presented to the city May 13 along 
with the $1,000 required application fee. 

General Motors requested the 12-year abatement 
along with a three-year construction term. If accepted as 
presented, the expiration for the tax break would be Dec. 
30,2018. 

The abatement is for the proposed purchase of new 
machinery and equipment for the manufacture of new 
Generation IV V-8 engines at the plant

Romulus resident rebuilds family heirloom

Romulus resident Scott Snook 
recently put a piece of his child¬ 
hood back together - literally. 

It stands nearly 6 feet tall and 
weighs more than 6,000 pounds 
from the bright orange grill to the 
gigantic, liquid-filled tires. 

It roars to life with a concus- 
sive blast that rattles window- 
panes and eardrums - at least 
until Snook can back the 3 ton 
piece of solid nostalgia out his 
garage and affix a muffler to its 
top. 

It’s a familiar sound in his res¬ 
idential neighborhood; that tell¬ 
tale thunder is a sure sign that 
he’s brought his grandfather’s 
tractor out for another spin 


around the block. 

Snook rescued the 1954 
Minneapolis-Moline tractor from 
the field where it sat, rusting, 
since his grandfather died in 
1981. It was a vow he made to the 
rest of his family, that he would 
one day drive down to the farm, 
pick it up, and return it to run¬ 
ning - if not entirely like new - 
conditioa 

The dream started to take 
shape in October, when he was 
finally able to retrieve the 
antique tractor from the Iowa 
farm. Even that initial step had a 
few obstacles to overcome. 

“I wasn’t quite prepared for 
it,” he said. “It wouldn’t fit on the 
trailer I brought down there for 
it” 

A trip to a nearby family mem¬ 


ber’s home solved that problem, 
and his Dodge pickup truck was 
up to the task of hauling the 
machine nearly 1,000 miles to his 
Romulus home. 

Then the real work began. 

Snook said he had to do plenty 
of research to find parts for the 
tractor, which was produced by a 
long-defunct company. He start¬ 
ed with local tractor supply 
shops and eventually located the 
parts that could be found to the 
machine, which was long out of 
production. 

Other parts, he made himself. 
The shock beneath the pumpkin- 
orange seat, for instance, started 
life as a shock for an automobile. 
Snook cut a portion of it off and

Despite objections from own¬ 
ers of three casinos in downtown 
Detroit and concern from local 
officials, the Michigan House of 
Representatives voted last week 
to allow video lottery terminals 
at Michigan racetracks. 

The package of bills allows for 
the placement of more than 500 
terminals at racetracks and sets 
up penalties for criminal viola¬ 
tions as well as allows for casinos 
to allow off track wagering on 
horse racing. 

The bills, long discussed by 
the legislature, are designed with 
a dual puipose: to gather more 
revenue for a budget-strapped 
state and to help an ailing horse 
racing industry. 

They also drew some concern 
from officials in the City of 
Romulus, whose community may 
host one of the first new race¬ 
track construction projects in 
recent memory. 

“It’s something we’re paying 
attention to,” said Timothy 
Keyes, economic development 
director for Romulus. “Obviously, 
it will have an impact on us if the 
project goes forward.” 

The project is a racetrack and 
clubhouse proposed by Magna 
Entertainment group, according 
to Keyes. Set on 225 acres of land 
at the comer of Vining and Wick 
roads, the track is still in the 
early design phases, according to 
Keyes. 

‘They haven’t submitted plans 
for the project yet,” he said. 
“We’re working with them to get 
them through the process.” 

The land at the site is zoned 
for a regional center, but the 
racetrack would be developed 
through a Planned Development 
District (PDD), which would give

city planners more control over 
the aesthetics. Keyes said he 
expected some form of prelimi¬ 
nary plan on the project within 
two weeks. 

The concept of video lottery 
terminals, which would change 
the scope of the project, have 
only been mentioned in passing 
during the recent meetings he’s 
had with Magna Entertainment, 
he said. 

“We’re mostly dealing with the 
design and development guys 
right now,” he said. “It’s not 
something they’re involved in.” 

He said if the video terminals 
are a part of the project, he antic¬ 
ipates working with the develop¬ 
er in a way to minimize whatever 
impact they may have. 

“They’ve been very willing to 
sit down and work with us so far,” 
Keyes said. “It’ll really help both 
parties.” 

The bills have drawn some ire 
because they may dramatically 
change small communities like 
the City of Northville, which 
hosts Northville Downs. 

“I’m disappointed,” said 
Northville City Manager Gary 
Word after he heard the package 
of bills was approved. They now 
head to the state senate. “But our 
concerns are not over. We still 
have the senate and the governor

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Local officials soil doubt new transit system

While it is clear that the pro¬ 
posed transit agency known as 
DARTA will likely be the product 
of a local agreement, it is not 
clear that such provenance will 
make it any more popular with 
skeptical officials in western 
Wayne County. 

The agreement signed Thurs¬ 
day by representatives from 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties and the City of Detroit 
would coordinate existing trans¬ 
portation services using existing 
laws, rather than by relying on 
state lawmakers to pass new leg¬ 
islation. 

Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano, Oakland County 
Executive Brooks Patterson, 
Detroit Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick 
and Macomb County Commission 
Chair Nancy White — who collec¬ 
tively comprise the Regional 
Transporation Coordinating 
Council — voted to create DARTA 
through the Urban Cooperation 
Act and the Intergovernmental 
Transfer of Functions and 
Responsibilities Act 

Though still in a preliminary 
stage, the agreement does not 
appear to address many of the 
concerns about service, funding 
and management expressed by 
leaders from Belleville, Canton 
Township, Plymouth and 
Westland. 

“We’re not to that stage yet,” 


Ficano said. “The next step is 
going to be about timelines” for 
getting DARTA off the ground. 

Approval from the Detroit City 
Council and the Suburban 
Mobility Authority for Regional 
Transit (SMART) are still neces- 
saiy to finalize the DARTA agree¬ 
ment 

Once approved, DARTA 
would serve passengers in 
Wayne, Oakland, Macomb and 
Monroe counties. 

Specific details about the 
nature and extent of DARTA ser¬ 
vices are still months or years 
away, according to Ficano, as is 
the composition of the body that 
will govern DARTA 

“It’d be a regional plan and 
we’re looking for the (governing) 
board to take a regional 
approach,” he said. 

But Ficano said the new tran¬ 
sit agency would be a good thing 
for western Wayne County. 

“Most of the communities in 
Western Wayne should be con¬ 
cerned about this,” he said 
Friday. “We’re going to make sure 
their interests are represented.” 

One such interest is in attract¬ 
ing new business, according to 
Ficano. 

He said growth in the number 
of high-tech business in western 
Wayne will depend in part upon 
having transit to move workers. 

“The new jobs coming will be 
along 1-94 and 1-275,” he said. 
“Part of that (growth) means get¬ 
ting people to those jobs. So the

companies that are coming in 
and locating here are looking at 
(the availability of) public tran¬ 
sit” 

Belleville, Canton, the 
Plymouths, the Northvilles and 
Westland each opted out of the 
SMART bus system years ago, 
along with the layer of taxation 
that funds it 

Plymouth City Manager Paul 
Sincock, Canton Township 
Supervisor Tom Yack, Westland 
Mayor Sandra Cicerelli and 
Belleville City Manager Steven 
Walters have each said they have 
the same misgivings about 
DARTA that they had about the 
SMART system. 

Chief among those concerns 
are the source funding; the 
design of bus routes and sched¬ 
ules; whether there are enough 
prospective ridel's in those com¬ 
munities to wan •ant participation 
in such a regional aiTangement 
and the ability to opt-out of the 
system. 

The agreement does allay 
some of those fears: as proposed, 
DARTA would have no authority 
to tax local governments or resi¬ 


dents without their consent 

It would, however, qualify for 
some $1 million in start-up funds 
from the federal government, 
according to Ficano. 

Those funds appeared to be in 
jeopardy, as the deadline to qual¬ 
ify for them approached and the 
state-law version of DARTA legis¬ 
lation foundered for lack of sup- 
poit 

Gov. Jennifer Granholm, a 
vocal advocate for DARTA, 
helped orchestrate the county- 
based agreement signed last 
week 

Creating DARTA in this way 
provided supporters with a 
means for flanking foes in 
Lansing who had stymied the 
state-version by watering down 
the authority DARTA would have. 

Ficano described the maneu¬ 


ver as a success. 

“I think that finding an alter¬ 
native way to get this done shows 
leadership by the governor,” 
Ficano said Friday. 

Before last week, the strongest j 
version of legislation to create 
DARTA was vetoed in 2002 by 
then-Govemor John Engler on 
his last day in office. 

A subsequent version of the 
package introduced earlier this 
year included provisions that 
allowed communities to opt-out 
of the authority. 

DARTA supporters said the 
opt-out eviscerated the regional ! 
support necessary to make it I 
work 

The package had been drifting 
without an advocate to move it 
since February, when the opt-out 
amendments were added.

It wasn’t quite like TV 

Everything wasn’t crystal 
clear, the legal system was the 
star and the cases didn’t have a 
prearranged outcome. 

There were, however, twists 
and turns, and lots of conflicting 
evidence and testimony. Early 
this month when the 34th District 
Court celebrated Law Day, mock 
trials in three of the courtrooms 
were judged by an intergenera- 
tional jury comprising high 
school seniors and senior citizen 
volunteers. 

Romulus High School seniors 
from teacher Rod Hanna’s 
American Government class par¬ 
ticipated in the mock trials, act¬ 
ing as judges, jurors, attorneys 
and witnesses. 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green, Judge Brian A. Oakley 
and Judge David M. Parrott sat 
on the bench next to the student 
judges during the mock trials in 
their courtrooms, and took the 
cases very seriously. Oakley’s 
instructions on courtroom proto¬ 
col struck a chord with 17-year- 
old Patrick Webb. 

Webb confessed to being fasci¬ 
nated by the entire proceeding. 

“I am looking forward to 


becoming a police officer,” Webb 
said. “It’s a lot of fun, however, 
seeing what goes on behind the 
bench.” 

The “jurors” listened to local 
attorneys who had volunteered 
their time portray both the 
defense and prosecution in the 
cases. On hand to lend an air of 
authenticity to the legal dramas 
were local attorneys Tbm White 
and Steve Robinson. 

In one case, a senior citizens’ 
bus was observed weaving and 
crossing the centerline on 
Haggerty Road north of 1-94 trav¬ 
eling into Romulus. 

Witnesses, portrayed by senior 
citizen volunteers from the 
Romulus Senior Center, and stu¬ 
dent police officers testified and 
were cross-examined before the 
case was sent to the jury for their 
decision in the matter 

The hapless defendant 
escaped punishment from the 
jury members—the actual driver 
of the bus could not be deter¬ 
mined beyond a reasonable 
doubt 

Antoinette Nelson, a Romulus 
High School student, said she 
enjoyed the experience. 

“It’s neat being right in the 


courtroom and not watching it on 
Court TV,” Nelson said. 
According to Romulus Senior 
Citizen Coodinator Linda 
Norman, young people do better 
in school and in general when 
they have the influence of a 
senior citizen in their lives. 

Norman said she became 
aware of this when attending a 
seminar in Lansing several years 
ago. 

She and Police Community 
Liaison Officer Tom Ellis devel¬ 
oped the mock trial celebration 
of Law Day about six years ago in 
an effort to provide a look at the 
legal system and the other end of 
the age spectrum for partici¬ 
pants. 

The pair took their idea for 
the mock trials to Brooks Green 
and Oakley, who was then an 
attorney, and they helped begin 
the program at the court 

Norman said one of the most 
enjoyable aspects of the program 
is watching the high school stu¬ 
dents enjoy the off the cuff quips 
of the senior citizens on the wit¬ 
ness stand. 

“They come up with some 
really funny, ad-lib answers to 
the attorneys,” Norman said.

to work with.” 

Word and other city officials 
have been concerned because 
the new machines might mean in 
influx of people to Northville 
Downs that the city is not capa¬ 
ble of handling, without provid¬ 
ing the funding for additional 
police officers. 

The city, like other communi¬ 
ties that host a race track, 
received money from the race 
track in the form of breakage rev¬ 
enue, which is the loose change 
rounded down when wagers are 
paid off. 

That money, which in part 
compensates for the lower rate 
at which racetracks are taxed, 
goes right from the track to the 
city, he said. Additional revenues 
from video lottery machines 
would go to Lansing 

Mayor Christopher Johnson 
said that, at the least, he hoped 
that the voters of the affected 
municipalities would get to 
approve or reject the installation 
of machines that would turn 
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affixed it in place. He also 
replaced the six-volt electrical 
system with a 12-volt system to 
provide a little more spark 

“It gives it a lot more juice,” 
he said. 

Items like the headlight 
required just as much creativity. 
He had the original cases for 
them, but no adequate bulb to go 
in them. Once again he turned to 
the automotive world for halogen 
headlights, which he jimmied 
into place. 

“I tried to keep a lot of it as 
original as I could,” Snook said.

Word said any additional cus¬ 
tomers at the track wouldn’t nec¬ 
essarily translate into more busi¬ 
ness for city shops, either 

“It’s a destination spot,” he 
said. “It’s a self-contained enter¬ 
tainment center. People don’t go 
into town to shop or eat” 

“It would entirely change the 
character of our community,” 
Johnson said. 

The idea that the additional 
gambling locations would help 
the budget situation was proba¬ 
bly inaccurate as well. He said it 
would only draw customers from 
casinos in places like Detroit or 
Mt Pleasant It wouldn’t neces¬ 
sarily create more revenue. 

“Ultimately, you don’t gamble 
yourself out of a recession,” he 
said. 


about 200 hours into the renova¬ 
tion.

For area manufacturers, it will be a 
chance to pick up used equipment at a 
bargain; for local officials, it’ll be a bit of 
spring cleaning. 

Auctioneers will visit the City of 
Plymouth next week to sell off machinery 
and manufacturing accessories left behind 
at the vacant industrial site known as the 
Bathey property: 

The auction will happen at 9 a.m. 
Wednesday on site in the BMC building. 

Paul Sincock, chief administrator for 
the City of Plymouth, which owns the site, 
said the auction could help clear out clut¬ 
ter left behind by the previous owners and 
make the buildings more attractive to 
would-be buyers. 

Efforts to secure suitors for the site con¬ 
tinued there last week, where Sincock 
took a prospective purchaser on a tour of 
the site. 

“We’ve got 34 interested parties,” he 
said. “The list includes most of the names 
you'd expect from major companies to lit¬ 
tle guys.” 

That list included developers such as 
Grubb & Ellis, Joseph FYeed, Commercial 
Real Estate Services, Signature & 
Associates and Pulte Homes, according to 
Sincock. 

Once sold the property would enter the 
city tax rolls, generating revenue after 
some 30 years of tax delinquency by the 
former owners. 

Sincock said he remains hopeful that 


the city will find a buyer for the property 
sometime within the next few months. 

“We’d like to close a deal by end of cal¬ 
endar year” he said. “We’re continuing on 
that path.” 

Sincock said the list of prospective buy¬ 
ers to drop closer to 10 once the city mails 
out requests for qualifications. 

“Requests will go out by the first of 
week,” he said Friday. “We should hear 
back within the next three weeks.” 

The city requires buyers to demon¬ 
strate what financial backing they have to 
make good on their offers. 

City administrators will reduce the list 
of 34 to about 10 based on responses to the 
request according to Sincock. 

He said he would present a winnowed 
list of buyers to the city commission mem¬ 
bers, who will select a buyer from that list 
based on the size of the bid, not the type of 
development proposed. 

“We’re not doing their planning,” 
Sincock said. “We (want to know) what 
kind of assurances can you give us? What 
are you willing to sign for on the dotted 
line?” 

Sincock said the city attorney is provid¬ 
ing the commission with advice on how 
much to ask for the property. 

Items up for bids during the Wednesday 
auction will include welded wire mesh 
containers, small parts handling and stor¬ 
age system equipment, frame presses, roll 
forming, wire, fabricating, welding, finish¬ 
ing and painting equipment

Take a second look 

A number of community leaders, business owners, residents and 
general curiosity-seekers took pail in a discussion last night about the 
formation of a Plymouth Township Business Association, a group that 
would promote the retail, professional, residential and industrial sec¬ 
tor of the Plymouth Township community. 

The letter that called these residents, business owners, leaders and 
curiosity-seekers together said the idea came from an increased 
sense of pride in the township. It extolled an activist approach to 
recreation taken by the current administration, increased coopera¬ 
tion with the schools and a willingness to break out of the mold with 
the establishment of an Arm Arbor Road Development Authority. It 
talked about a network created to promote commerce, industry and 
the community as a whole, because it was important not just to the 
township, but to the City of Plymouth as well. 

Those are bold statements and laudable goals. 

But before we sign on to such a proposal, there are a few questions 
we would want answered. We would want to ascertain that the people 
behind this effort have the best interests of the community in mind, 
not just Plymouth Township. We would want them to show a record of 
proven accomplishments, reliability, trustworthiness and success and 
the ability, like all effective chambers of commerce, to stay out of local 
politicking 

There is evidence that our concerns are justified. The five reasons 
stated in the letter seem more antagonistic toward the Plymouth 
Community Chamber of Commerce-an organization it claims is ori¬ 
ented more toward the central business district of the City of 
Plymouth than the entire community-than to the promotion of the 
township and its firms. 

The networking opportunities for retail owners, the marketing and 
promotion of restaurants, the “Shop Plymouth” campaign and the 
marketing of the research and industrial parks are open to all firms in 
the Plymouth community because FYan Toney, the executive director 
of Plymouth Community Chamber of Commerce, is not one to shoot 
down a potential member or a good idea. It doesn’t make sense to 
fault an organization for the individuals or businesses that don’t 
choose to be a part of it 

Perhaps this exercise will open up new ideas for the Plymouth 
Community Chamber of Commerce, which has in the past reached 
out to the different business neighborhoods in the community, putting 
on a separate business exposition for the Old Village area, and work¬ 
ing with firms on the township and city bolder on information cam¬ 
paigns on issues of their mutual interest We suspect that may be a 
more effective goal and a better ideal, improving the “community” in 
the community chamber of commerce. 

Something to celebrate 

When the students who won the national championship in the 
Build Your Dream Vehicle Competition arrived at the William D. Fbnd 
Career Technical Center last Wednesday, they airived in a limousine, 
to a balloon and banner-filled enhance, accompanied by a brass band. 

It was no more than they deserved. 

Their accomplishment is one that cannot be adequately summed 
up in words, played in a song or demonstrated in a handshake. 

This collection of students - which, in some ways included the con¬ 
tributions of nearly every curriculum in the technical center - eventu¬ 
ally came out on top of school districts with more money, more class 
time dedicated to the program, perhaps even more eloquent speak¬ 
ers. 

It’s a testament not only to the students and the course themselves,

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Not as easy as It sounds 


Slowly, officials, residents, business owners and 
students in the City of Wayne are pulling together to 
fund a fireworks display. 

They’ve raised about $12,000 so far - after a com¬ 
munity passing of the hat at the last council meet¬ 
ing, and a $750 donation from Coquillard, Dundon 
Peterson and Argenta (CDPA) the architectural 
firm that designed the new police station. 

Even though the donations continue to pour or 
trickle in - and it’s not too late to toss extra change 
or a spare dollar into a can - there’s one group of 
people that probably won’t donate as much as was 
asked of them last Tuesday: Wayne police and fire 
departments. 

The $12,000 donated so far would hind a hill fire- 
works display, on its own, but it doesn’t take into 
account the payroll for keeping the streets open 
and safe and the firefighters who ensure that no 
one gets hurt It’s the second largest expense of the 
event behind the actual pyrotechnics display itself. 

I admit if I had the same thought as I tossed my 
last $4 into the can at the meeting. Why couldn’t 
they donate their time? At first it seemed like an 
obvious answer. After all, it would be the very 
essence of the community policing that depart¬ 
ments like to talk about now. Here are a bunch of 
hard working people who are also willing to volun¬ 
teer their time to help promote a popular commu¬ 
nity event It’d be the dream scenario for any public 


relations specialist 

I wasn’t the only one who 
had the thought, either - several 
people behind me muttered it It was cranky old 
Cliff Johnson, though, who belted out the question 
to the council. Maybe that's why the suggestion was 
met with a flat, blank stare from the council, I 
thought 

The truth is that as nice as it sounds to have a 
large chunk of the police and fire force volunteer 
their time, it won’t happea The fireworks night is 
arguably one of the busiest for the city - Chief Mike 
Sumeraeki said that no one on the force gets the 
day off - but that’s only one reason a donation of 
time wouldn’t work. The city would get into several 
types of tricky' legal and liability questions, collec¬ 
tive bargaining unit agreements and what not - the 
bone behind the flesh of the Roekwellian vision of 
small town public safety departments going above 
and beyond to save a favorite event 

But those of us who have contributed to the fire¬ 
works can take solace in the fact that there will be a 
display this year. It may not be as large as in the 
past it may not be synchronized to music, but it will 
light up the sky with a show of patriotism for all 
that 

We can also take comfort that the many police 
officers and firefighters on hand would donate 
their time if they could.

the need to improve the land¬ 
scape around the entrance to the 
library, she said. After consulting 
Library Director Debra Green 
and James Ackron, a local nurs¬ 
eryman, Fitch plans to plant oak 
leaf hydrangea shrubs, a comus 
kousa tree, rhododendrons and 
spirea in the area adjacent to the 
front door and parking lot The 
space was originally a back alley 
parking area, and does not cur¬ 
rently have soil conducive to 
planting.

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Van Buren Schools 
accepting registrations

Students living outside the Belleville 
area who want to attend the public schools 
now have a chance to obtain a classroom 
seat for the fall. 

Van Buren Board of Education officials 
announced at the May 12 meeting of the 
school board that 67 seats are available 
across the district for non-resident stu¬ 
dents under the Schools of Choice 
Program. 

The district has the program in accor¬ 
dance with Section 105 of the School Aid 
Act 

Superintendent Larry Tabor said the 
application window for parents of stu¬ 
dents to apply for the program is June 23 
through July 11. The application forms are 
available in the superintendent’s office 
and must returned by the July 11 deadline, 
he said. 

Tabor said 20 seats are available for 
kindergarteners, as the count taken after 
the district kindergarten roundup indicat¬ 
ed sufficient capacity to accommodate the 
additional students. 

Tabor said there are five seats available 
in both first and fourth grades, two seats 
for both second and fifth grades and three 


seats available in third grade. 

There are two seats available in sixth 
grade and four seats available in both sev¬ 
enth and eighth grades between North 
and South middle schools. Five seats are 
available in each grade of the high school, 
he said. 

No seats are available for the Gifted 
and Talented Program at both Tyler 
Elementary and North Middle School, 
Tabor said. 

Assigning non-resident students to one 
of the six elementary schools and to either 
of the two middle schools will provide the 
needed flexibility to accommodate the stu¬ 
dents, Tabor said, without having to hire 
an additional instructor or create a split 
classroom. 

Tabor said that “Schools of Choice” 
does not override the rule of the Michigan 
High School Athletic Association 
(MHSAA) that requires non-resident stu¬ 
dents to sit out of sports for one semester. 

The district may also accept more than 
67 non-residents students. If there are 
more applications than space available 
the district will use a lottery system for 
selection, according to Tabor The district 
may also refuse to admit a student who 
has been suspended or expelled in the last 
two years, he said.

Downtown Northville will soon be 
filled with the sounds of free music. The

That the Code of Ordinances, Charter Township of Van Buren, Michigan, is hereby 
amended by adding a section, Additional Bail Bond Money which section shall read 
as follows: 

(1) The Department of Public Safety which obtains bail or bond money from or 
on behalf of a person arrested pursuant to a warrant issued by a court shall 
collect, in addition to the bail or bond money, an amount not more than 
$10.00 from the person arrested or from another person on behalf of the per¬ 
son arrested. 

(2) The amount of money collected under subsection (1) shall promptly be 
deposited into an account created for that purpose in the treasury of the 
Township. 

(3) The money is the account created under subsection (2) may be expended by 
the Township to defray the expense of receiving, depositing, and delivering 
bail or bond money.

(6) The provisions of this section shall become effective upon its passage by the 
Van Buren Charter Township Board of Trustees and upon publication in 
accordance with the statutes of the State of Michigan.
